Mr. McLaughlin was 
born on the 21st of 
March, 1870, at River- 
side, Iowa. He lived 
ona farm until he was 
19 years of age, attend- 
ing a country school un- 
til he was 12 ,years old, 
when the care of the 
farm devolved upon him, 
so that only in the 
winters could he attend 
school. In 1889 he entered Iowa State Nor- 
mal School, graduating in 1892. In 1893 he 
entered Cornell College at Mt. Vernon, Iowa, 
took his A.B. in 1895 and his M.A. in 1896. 


From Cornell College he went to Boston Uni- 
versity School of Theology, from which he 
was graduated in 1899. The same year, after 


graduation, on the 30th of August, he married 


_ Miss Myrtle Ward, a fellow Cornell student. 


‘He joined the Upper Iowa Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1895. He was 
taken into full membership and ordained in 
1899, and was appointed to a pastorate in 
Rockwell, Iowa. In 1900 he went out as a 
foreign missionary, under appointment of the

Board of Foreign Missions, to school work in 
Singapore, Malaysia, sailing on the 17th of 
March. In May of the same year he was 
transferred to Manila, to open Methodist mis- 
sion work in the Philippine Islands, where for 
a number of years he was presiding elder of 
the Philippine Islands district. In 1906 he 
was appointed Secretary of the Philippine 
Islands Agency of the American Bible Society, 
and in this service he 
has continued to the 
present time. A _ por- 
tion of this time he has 
been a _ representative 
of the World’s Sunday 
School Association in 
the Philippines, a mem- 
ber of their executive 
committee, and assistant 
general secretary, in 
addition to his other 
duties. He has also 
been very deeply inter- 
ested in all evangelical 
mission work of the 
Islands, and has been 
personally known and 
beloved in the different 
denominational mission 
homes in the north 
and the center and the 
south ef“the. Archi- 
pelago. 

He has had todo 
with the translation and 
revision of the Scriptures in a half dozen of 
the Philippine dialects; has overseen the carry- 
ing through the press of a number of these 
new versions in Yokohama; and has introduced 
novel and striking methods of Scripture dis- 
tribution in the Islands, getting away from 
the stereotyped methods whenever he found 
they were unsatisfactory or inefficient. 

Mr. McLaughlin will take up his duties at 
the Bible House about the first of July. We 
know he will be made very welcome in our 
‘churches and wherever he goes in this country, 
and his knowledge of the field will make his 
assistance in the duties of the home offices of 
more than ordinary value. 
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A Sacred ‘Task

Comments on the great mission of the Bible Society by the New York representative of 


the London ‘‘Daily News.” 
Conference at the Bible House, New York. 


T is a great privilege to me to be admitted 
| to your conference in this beautiful and his- 
toric room. My mother was a Bagster, of the 
Bible publishing house, and her grandfather, 
followed by her father and brother, the present 
head of the firm, helped to produce more con- 
venient Bibles than the old stiff-covered vol- 
umes—Bible with thinner paper, more flexible 
bindings, a facsimile page for all editions and 
languages, a reference column down the middle 
instead of at the borders of the pages. I have 
always understood that the phrase “‘Yapp 
binding,” as used by the trade in London, arose 
because a certain customer ordered Bibles, 
specially bound, with the leather uncut so as 
to protect the edges of the leaves. Some of 
the experiments in those days were rather 
curious. I have a copy of the New Testa- 
ment, printed in gold upon leaden pages! It 
was the result of an attempt to get a glaze- 
surface on paper, and it was produced by the 
firm of De La Rue. It weighs 10 pounds and 
concludes with ‘“A Table of Officers and Con- 
ditions of Men,’”’—Samaritans being defined as 
“‘mongrel professors, partly heathen and partly 
Jews’’; while zealots were ‘‘murderers, who, 
under pretence of the Law, thought themselves 
at liberty to commit any outrage.”’ 

I have been reading in the Apocalypse about 
the mighty angel who held in his hand a little 
open Book. That angel represents your world- 
wide organization, with its printing presses 
and means of distribution. The angel planted 
his feet on sea and land—on that which was 
fluctuating as the tides of ignorance and doubt, 
and on that which was firm as a rocklike faith; 
it was to be an organization, powerful among 
heathens and Christians, Gentiles and Jews, 
believers and unbelievers. The Book seemed 
so ‘‘small”’ to John, compared with the angel. 
Accustomed to parchment rolls, he would in- 
deed marvel at our pocket Testaments. But 
as the material of the Bible, the paper and 
print, has diminished, its multiplication has 
increased; it is available to all—an open Book; 
no longer chained to the pulpit, but free to all. 

What a picture of that Angel! His face was 
like the sun bringing the cheeriness of the col- 
porteur to the most isolated farmstead. His 
feet were like pillars of fire—such enthusiasm, 
as of Christ,—feet beautiful upon the moun- 
tains never so radiant as when obstacles must 
be overcome. He was clothed with the cloud 
of God’s divinity, a circumambient glory, that

protected and illumined him, not a pillar of 
cloud above him as over the tabernacle, but 
a pillar of cloud around him,—God wth us,— 
Emmanuel. Anda rainbow was over his head: 
the historic sense that out of dark comes life; 
out of perfidy, a covenant; out of war, a gospel. 
It was a message universal—this of the Bible— 
driven home by the three flying angels men- 
tioned later, who spoke to the peoples of the: 
good news, of the collapse of Babylon when. 
Babylon will not listen, and of the responsi- 
bility which*falls on us all as individuals. 

As men read the Bible, there are seven 
thunders—great social upheavals and emanci- 
pations, which were sealed up—a secret—then, 
but are plain to us now. It was Wickliffe who 
prepared the English peasants for the abolition 
of serfdom. It was Tyndall who laid the foun- 
dations of the Elizabethan era. It was the 
Version of King James that educated the Puri- 
tans and lost King Charles his head. It was 
Luther’s Bible that convulsed mid-Europe for 
thirty years. And it was the Wesleys and 
their emphasis on the Bible who struck the 
fetters from the slave. 

The Bible which the Pilgrims brought from 
England was carried back there by Dwight L. 
Moody; and it has been the basis of our 
Brotherhood Movement, with its 600,000 work- 
ing men members before the war. It was this 
Book that rallied the United States to Prohibi- 
tion. Here in the new world is a country 
where the people are determined to have reli- 
gion. There never was such a country for new 
faiths—Mormonism, Spiritualism, Christian 
Science—and it seems as if people who pio- 
neered across the prairies, in a material sense, 
are anxious in a spiritual sense also, to ‘‘soar 
to realms unknown.” If the Bible is excluded 
from the churches, we laymen will have it 
somewhere—even in our theaters! I find con- 
stant use of the Scriptures in the movies—a 
use often curious, crude, uninformed, even 
irreverent, but still a use. (After giving ex- 
amples, Mr. Wilson concluded:) 

I am told that not one sermon in ten is 
preached on the Old Testament, which is to 
become as obsolete as the Apocrypha. To me, 
it is enough that the Old Testament was 
Christ’s only library; that he used it to nour- 
ish his incomparable character; and, with his 
unchallengeable authority, commands us, if we 
would be his disciples, to read it also, that, in 
it, we may find himself.

W HEN shipments are sent out from the 
old, red-brick Bible House, they are 
labeled very clearly and precisely. An imagi- 
native Christian may read the labels and from 
heir addresses draw pictures of the progress of 
the Word in Manchuria, Assam, Bangkok, or 
Mongolia. Pictures magnificent, andtrue. For 
we know the results from these consignments. 
- But it is not often that we are given the

opportunity to hear the results of an unlabeled 
shipment, such as has reached us in the story 
of the conversion of the Rev. A. B. Howell. 
Mr. Howell, now for many years a missionary 
to Spanish-speaking countries, is a Texan from 
right beside the Rio Grande. He speaks of a 
childhood without knowledge of the Protestant 
faith, if we except the lurid and superstitious 
legends with which he was fed by the Mexican 
servants. It was later that liberalizing in- 
fluences paved the way for the great change 
in his life, the turning point of which seems 
to have been definitely reached at a prayer 
meeting to which he was asked by a chum. 

Long before that, however, the seed had 
been sown; and this is what Mr. Howell says 
about his first contact with the Bible: 

“My father, a merchant and receiving agent, 
had moved to Port Isabel, on the! Gulf of 
Mexico. One day, as a ship was unloading a 
cargo from New York, the captain said, ‘Mr. 
Howell, I have a box on board my ship, which 
has been consigned to nobody; and I was told 
in New York that wherever I unloaded my 
cargo of merchandise to put this box ashore. 
The freight is all paid, and there are no charges 
connected with it.’ The box was brought into 
my father’s store, and I remember, then a lad 
of ten or twelve years, how curiously I desired 
to see what that box contained, thinking per- 
haps it was filled with cakes and candies, which 
some good friend in New York had sent to 
us. When the lid of the box was pried open, 
we found it full of Bibles and Testaments and 
tracts in the Spanish language, which had been 
sent by the American Bible Society. Now, we 
had no special desire for this kind of mer- 
chandise, and we certainly did not propose to 
become the distributing agents of the Bible 
Society. On the other hand, his commercial 


.instinct told my father that he ought not to 


waste this material; and so we decided to put 
the books on the counter, take the covers off, 
and use the paper for wrapping up small arti- 
cles of merchandise, such as cigars, matches, 
spools of cotton, etc., little realizing that in 
that very act we became the distributing agents 
of the Bible Society and put the pages of the 
Scriptures in every home in that village. 

“Tt was not strange that in after years, when 
I went back to Port Isabel, I found a Protes- 
tant congregation worshiping in that town. 
Whether any of this work could be traced back 
to the distributing of those pages of Scripture, 
I cannot say—but what I am sure of, I know 
there was no church when I left.” 
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The Embarrassment of Progress 


ORRISON prayed for long years that 

China would open to the gospel. ‘Oh 
Rock, Rock, when wilt thou open to my 
Christ?’ ‘To-day the land is so open and re- 
sponsive that in the matter of Bible distribu- 
tion as well as other forms of missionary enter- 
prise we are suffering the embarrassment of 
progress. This letter from Dr. William A. 
Strong, sub-Agency Secretary at Peking, to 
Dr. Hykes will awaken sympathy for one so 
near to an open door, which he cannot enter. 
May it not also suggest more earnest effort 
to provide the means which will enable him 
to respond to the need? 


Dear Dr. Hyxes: I enclose herewith order 
for some more portions. This unfortunately 
finishes my allotment of portions for this 
half-year. When I had your intimation of 
another 120,000—making it 420,000 for the 
present half year—we were in the midst of 
war, and with all communications cut off, 
I had some doubt as to whether I would be 
able to get any books to the fields at all. 
However, when at Peitaiho I met a large num- 
ber of both missionaries and native workers, 
with the result that if the communications 
opened up I would soon find room for all at 
my disposal. All the books at Tientsin which 
had accumulated there owing to the difficulty 
of getting them off are now en route for many 
stations in the north, and all I have on order 
now will go out as soon as they reach Tientsin; 
but owing to the few I have at my disposal 
for some 40 stations, only one case can be 
sent to each—which is not enough for the 
winter months. 

Our own inspector returned from the coun- 
try and brought back a long list of places 
where there is not a copy of the Scriptures in

stock anywhere. One was a district of six 
hsiens, all without a copy of the Scriptures. 
I have not offered to supply any of these 
fields, as I have not a copy to spare from all 
the 420,000. 

I would, therefore, ask if it is at all possible to 
secure any more; and I think that I could do 
well with another 100,000 before the rivers 
close for the winter. I verily believe, that if I 
had 2,000,000 at my disposal, I would dis- 
pose of that total easily in a year. 

For a long time I have had my eyes on fields 
that would absorb many tens of thousands; 
but I have not dared to point out the possibili- 
ties to those in charge, lest they should ask me 
to supply them with books, and I have always 
to be careful in making too many offers. 

I will just give you an instance. While at 
Peitaiho, I spoke to Chinese workers in charge 
of very large fields which I used to supply some 
years ago. I knew that during these years they 
have suffered from the want of Scriptures; but 
having your offer of another 100,000, I gave 
them the chance to have some. 

You should have seen with what delight 
they accepted my offer. One asked for 40 
cases for a large, and to a great extent unoccu- 
pied, district, to which, when we can afford to 
send out paid colporteurs, several ought to go. 
I allotted him 15 cases, with promise to send 
more next year. Another wanted the same 
number for a district with about 120 towns. 
I gave him about 28 cases. Most of these 
places are away from the north border of the 
province, among the mountains, and goods have 
to be carried there by mules and donkeys. The 
Chinese forwarding companies do this distribu- 
ting very faithfully, and in due time the re- 
ceipts for the books from the various places 
will begin to filter into Peking. 5

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The Maryland Bible Society’s Work 


HE annual report of the Maryland Bible 
Society states that the Bible House in 
Baltimore has been a distributing center for 
Scriptures in the following languages: Albanian, 
Arabic, Bohemian, Bulgarian, Croatian, Chi- 
nese, Danish, Dutch, English, Finnish, French, 
German, Greek, Hebrew, Hungarian, Italian, 
Japanese, Lithuanian, Norwegian, Polish, Por- 
tuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Slovak, Serbian, 
Spanish, Swedish, Welsh, and Yiddish. 

During the year the Maryland Bible Society 
paid $5,000 on account of the Bible House at 
Cristobal, making a total of $17,500 to date. 

Some years ago, the Maryland Bible Society 
also assisted the American Bible Society in the 
preparation of the plates of the Arabic Refer- 
ence Bible. Dr. Hoskins, who has just passed 
away, a member of the Syria Mission in Beirut, 
wrote as follows: ‘‘The plates used here in the 
press, the gift of the Maryland Bible Society, for 
the Arabic Reference Bible, are safe and ready 
for the new era and enlarged opportunities of 
post war days.”’ And the late Bishop Camphor, 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in conver- 
sation with Dr. Hyatt, Executive Secretary,

said: ‘‘I have been in Liberia and have observed 
the people reading the Arabic Reference Bible, 
and you have no idea of the vast amount of 
good this Book is doing the people of Liberia.” 
And Dr. Erdman, a missionary to Syria from 
the Presbyterian Board, wrote to Dr. Hyatt as 
follows: ‘‘In the first year of the Great War, 
the completed volume of the First Font Refer- 
ence Arabic Bible reflected great credit on all 
who had a hand in the editorial and mechanical 
work connected with it, and your Society can 
feel that it has a living and active investment 
in the carrying out of our Lord’s last great com- 
mand.in the Arabic-speaking world, and an 
investment which will have increasing returns 
in the years to come.” 


Many institutions in Baltimore City and 


throughout the state have been supplied with 
Scriptures according to their need. Four col- 
porteurs have labored in various parts of the 
state. In Cumberland, a correspondent has 
visited the boatmen of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal, making free grants to the men 
and their families; and in Frederick a special 
canvass has been made of the county.

to get it. It is difficult to explain toa sighted 
person the longing which many persons with- 
out sight have to possess a library of their own 
and unfortunately are unable to gratify their 
desire. While the circulating libraries for the 
blind are indispensable and a great boon to 
them, I have noticed some unsighted people 
will cherish and read a volume of their own 
over and over in preference to the former. 
The volume of St. John among the last con- 
signment from you makes two extra in my 
possession: the first I am endeavoring to place 
as suggested by you some time ago; the second 
I will hold subject to your orders.

. this donation, will you please transmit to them 
my thanks and appreciation.

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How Can One Execute His Own Will? 


This is the first of a series of articles by General Secretary Frank H. Mann dealing 


with different phases of Annuity Bonds. 
one wisely give more than he can afford?” 


ANY people feel very uncomfortable about 

making a will. They worry mainly for 

fear something unforeseen may happen so that 

their money or property may not be distributed 
in just the way that they had planned. 

They are disturbed by having read of large 
inheritance taxes, which greatly reduce the 
amount intended for some worthy institution. 

They are anxious lest court proceedings un- 
expectedly develop, requiring counsel’s fees or 
even setting aside the provisions of the will. 

They dread the commissions and one thing 
and another, which often make the will as 
administered a very different instrument from 
that which was originally drawn. 

Suppose a person could be his or her own 
executor—then none of the dangers mentioned 
above could possibly happen. Well, you can be 
your own executor. You can distribute your 
own estate, in part at least, without losing the 
benefit of it during your lifetime. Here is the 
testimony of one who has done this: 

‘“‘T am the fortunate possessor of two Ameri- 
can Bible Society annuity bonds. It isa great 
satisfaction to know that the money I wish them 
to have at the close of my life, is safely placed 
with them now. The freedom from care in re- 
gard to the income from it, is also a great relief. 
The interest comes promptly to the day; and 
I do not need to give evena thought to that part 
of it. I congratulate myself on having made a 
wise decision when I sent them the money 
while I was able to attend to it myself.” 

The annuity bond enables one to execute his 
own will. You do while living the thing you 
would not otherwise do until you die. 

An annuity bond is a legal contract, entered 
into by the donor and the American Bible So- 
ciety, by which the Society, in consideration of 
the money given and paid to it, agrees to pay 
the annuitant a specified sum every year, as 
long as he lives. The amount of the annual 
payment depends upon the age of the person 
at the time the contract is made. 

In regard to the rates of annuity it should be 
added that our general plan is to treat each ap- 
plication on its merits. Experience has shown 
that, however involved and unpromising a 
case may at first appear, it can usually be 
worked out with complete satisfaction through 
correspondence or personal interviews. 

There are two principal forms of annuity 
bonds: One is the bond in which only one 
person is involved and is known as the single 


The next article will be entitled: ‘“‘How can 


life annuity. The rates vary from 5 to 8 per 
cent., depending on the age of the applicant. 
The other is known as the survivorship bond. 
In this bond two or more persons are mentioned 
as annuitants, and the same annuity is payable 
by the Society as long as either person men- 
tioned in the bond shall live. Where two peo- 
ple, dependent upon each other, desire to pro- 
tect each other with the annuity payments, this 
is an excellent and popular form of bond. 
Where two or more persons are concerned ina 
bond, it is more satisfactory to take up the mat- 
ter of rates by correspondence, as circumstances 
affect the situation in nearly every instance, so 
that no general statement of rates can be pub- 
lished. Some form of annuity bond can be de- 
signed to meet practically every set of conditions. 
The American Bible Society is 105 years old. 
Its past history, together with its form of or- 
ganization and control, gives every assurance 
which can be reasonably demanded that the 
conduct of its affairs will be always maintained 
on a solid, Christian business foundation. The 
Society makes only those investments which a 
conservatively managed institution is in the 
habit of making. Its accounts are verified 
annually by certified public accountants. 
The work of the Society will be a continuing 
one. Not only does every generation present 
a new problem in Bible distribution, but trans- 
lation into new languages, revisions in various 
languages, and the call for circulation of the 


Scriptures in missionary lands, present a work — 


to which the human eye can see no limit. 
There are a great many advantages in the 
annuity bond plan beside the execution of 
your own will. One satisfied annuitant says: 
“First—We thought, by buying annuity 
bonds in different Societies, the money would 
be placed where it would do the most good. 
Second—We would handle our own estate 
while we were in health. Third—We would, 
avoid poor investments—no sharper will go 
where the money is invested in annuity bonds. 
Fourth—No_ breaking of wills. Fifth—No 
worry over farm and buildings to keep up— 
also over insurance. Sixth—No large lawyer’s 
fees. Seventh—We realize that the property 
belongs to God, and we are stewards. Eighth 
—Last and not least, cash the checks that 
are sent to you, and live on Easy Street. 
So far my wife and I own 12 annuity bonds, 
and we are going to take some more as fast 
as possible.’’ 7 .

Colporteur Young Our Oldest 
Colporteur 


R. W.-A.- YOUNG, of Mobile, Ala., is, 

in spite of his name, the oldest colpor- 

teur, in point of service, inourranks. Hebegan 

working for the Society while a student in Cum- 

berland University, in order to help pay his way 

through college. That was in 1869; and he 

has been working for it ever since, a period of 

fifty-two years, during which he has sold Bibles 

in Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Kentucky, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Missouri, and Illinois. 

Some idea of the scope of his work can be had 
from the fact that Colporteur Young estimates 
the copies of Scriptures he has sold as 748,800, 
and says that this is ‘a conservative estimate.” 

He says further that when he began his work 
he gave away more copies than he sold; but 
experience has shown that the wisest principle 
of Bible distribution has involved the charging 
of a reasonable price. While this means that 
a colporteur does not actually distribute as 
many copies of the Book, those which he does 
circulate are more certain to be ‘‘read, marked, 
learned, and inwardly digested.” 

Mr. Young: now sells about three or four 
hundred dollars’ worth of Scriptures per month. 
Wherever he goes he is highly respected, and 
when he leaves a town it is the exception when 
people do not write, asking him to return and 
goon with the work. . : "

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The letters and reports which come to the Bible House 
world are full of interesting and inspiring material. 4 
following narratives, we have little difficulties im seeing our workers 
at work and the Bible at work here and there over the continents. 


FROM THE CENTRAL AGENCY: 


“TTT was a great day of God.” That was 
what Dr. Alexander, of Princeton, once said 
when he was asked about his Sabbath day’s 
work. “It wasa great day of God. Isawa soul 
cometo Christ.’ Just onesoul; butin Dr. Alex- 
ander’s mind it was nevertheless a ‘‘great day.” 
Last Sunday was a “‘great day of God” in 
Bluffton, Ohio. I had been invited by the 
pastor of the Methodist church, Dr. P. Ross 
Parrish, to visit his church and present the 
work of the Bible Society. I suggested that 
we make a great day of it; preach at two or 
three of the churches, if possible, and in the 
afternoon, with the aid of volunteers from all 
the churches, make a complete canvass of the 
town, seeking out the Bibleless homes, leaving 
a copy of the Gospel of John as a souvenir, and 
an earnest invitation to come to union meet- 
ing at night. 

The suggestion met with the pastor’s ap- 
proval at once. He laid it before the other 
pastors, and they were all in hearty accord. 
There are six churches in Bluffton—a town of 
about two thousand population—and they all 
work together in the most delightful accord. 
There is also a Mennonite college there, that 
brings in a great many intellectual treats for 
the people. It so happened that our brother 
beloved, the Rev. J. L. McLaughlin, of our 
Agency in the Philippines, was secured to as- 
sist in the day’s work. He spoke at the Re- 
formed Sunday school and preached at the 
Christian church, and I at the Mennonite 
Sunday school at the Methodist and Presby- 
terian churches, in the morning. At all of 
these services we called for volunteers to help 
in the general canvass of the town in the 
afternoon. At two o'clock fifty-eight men and 
women assembled in the Presbyterian church 
to receive their instructions and their Gospels 
and be assigned to their territory. We all 
joined in singing ‘‘ Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow,’’ committed the work and the 
workers to God, and the work of the canvass 
was “on.” In about two hours and a half the 
workers all reported; and we found that 408 
homes had been reached, a Christian greeting 
given, a Gospel of John left, with this notation

The day was muggy and cold, and soon a 
torrent of rain set in. The workers were all 
urged to tell the people of the great union 
meeting to be held at the Methodist church in 
the evening, with illustrated addresses on the 
distribution of the Bible throughout the world; 
and they were especially told to tell the people 
that Mr. McLaughlin, of the Philippines, was 
to be the chief speaker. Well, the people came 
in spite of the rain and filled the large audi- 
torium and galleries of the Methodist church. 
Slides showing the various phases of Bible trans- 
lation, printing, and circulation were thrown 
upon the screen, and then Mr. McLaughlin, 
taking charge, taught us by the means of ear 
gate and eye gate, of the wonderful works of 
God in the Philippines. His pictures were per- 
fectly wonderful—both for the natural scenery 
of the islands, and for the marvelous trans- 
formation wrought by God’s grace working 
through his holy Word—translated and printed 
and distributed by’ the American Bible Society 
in the Philippines. 

His tribute to the transformation wrought 
in the islands by the American government in 
general and by ex-Governor General William 
H. Taft, was a splendid commentary on what 
a Christian government can do for its depend- 
ent peoples, if it will. But best of all was the 
demonstration of the miraculous transforming 
power of the Word of God. 

A literature table, on which were many of 
the publications of the Society, was the center 
of attraction after the evening meeting, and 
was almost stripped bare by the people whose 
interest in our work had been aroused. ‘“‘It 
was the greatest day we have ever had in our 
church,” was the testimony of the pastor, Dr. 
Parrish. Yes, it was a great day of God, and I 
hope to see it repeated in many other towns. 

A lady in the northern part of the state is 
stirring up the women’s missionary societies — 
to work among the immigrants by distributing | 
foreign language Scriptures among them.

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(Calls are coming in all the time for literature 
aabout our work, and one lady writes that she 
“never knew before what a great work the 
‘American Bible Society was doing.’ In one 
town another lady writes that foreign language 
(Gospels are being distributed at the mills 
pevery day, in order to keep up with the pro- 
recession of the passing throng of immigrants. 

What a tremendous responsibility rests upon

FrRoM THE Brazit AGENCY: 
One of our correspondents writes: 


One of the most interesting and encouraging 
incidents of the past year was the conversion 
of a well-to-do farmer and all his family, to- 
gether with some twenty of his friends and 
neighbors, all strong Catholics, by means of 
a single Bible sold by one of our colporteurs a 
1 few months before. 

It was while visiting an interior town of this 
state to direct a series of gospel meetings, that 
| l first became aware of the details of this won- 
« derful proof of the power of the Word. The 
i farmer referred to, hearing of these meetings, 
| had ridden ten miles through the mud and 
} rain to attend his first gospel service. He 
' told me that so great was the blessing he felt 

that, for some months past, he had been in- 
viting his neighbors just to hear him read the 

Bible to them every Sunday, and that some 

seventy or more people were meeting in his 
farmhouse to hear God’s Word and to worship 
him after their own dim fashion. 

When able to visit this farm some time 
later on, I found no less than thirty really con- 
verted people, already organized into a church, 
and still meeting in the farmer’s house. The 
district referred to is one of the most criminal 
in the country, and quite half the men are 
murderers, one to whom I was introduced 
having well over two hundred deaths to his 
account! I held three magnificent meetings 
on this occasion, of several hundred people 
each. The attention and interest betrayed 
were most impressive, and I left some fifteen 
more Bibles behind. The farmer himself had 
been a man of violence, and now he is simply 

astonished at the change. He told me the 
other day that he cannot recognize the man 
| he was less than a year ago, as being the man 
he is to-day by God’s grace; and yet some 
people say ‘‘the Bible is obsolete!’ It is they 
who are obsolete.

The demand in these northern regions is so 
great that I estimate our colporteurs will dis- 
pose of all these books, easily before the end 
of March. 

The kind of work we are engaged in com- 
pels one to look ahead, as you know. I want 
to take on several of my disbanded colporteurs 
again, but fear to do so unless with some kind 
of faith in regular future supplies, which is 
the sine qua non of our present situation. 

I have just returned from a most remarkable 
pioneer journey through the extreme south- 
western region of the republic, where we had 
enormous sales of Scriptures, right in the old 
Jesuit missionary empire, never traversed by 
Bible colporteurs. It is just the kind of work 
we wish your great Society would enable us 
to do in this neglected North.

FROM THE JAPAN AGENCY: 

This is to tell you a little about our Hokkaido 
effort last year. 

In the first place we were much delayed in 
getting up there, on account of not being able 
to secure our books. Printing was consider- 
ably belated, and binding still more. By the 
time we could commence our task up there, 
the hot summer had well begun. 

In the meantime that unprecedented time 
of exhilarating prosperity had come to a sud- 
den stop, and people everywhere found them- 
selves, as it were, stunned or stupefied. I 
have never gone through any fever or bad sick- 
ness, and, of course, cannot speak from experi- 
ence; but from what I have learned from 
others, I imagine how a person feels for a while 
after an ordeal of that kind. That, it seemed 
to me, was the condition we found the Hok- 
kaido péople in, mentally and spiritually. I 
never, in my life before, realized so keenly how 
material prosperity ‘“‘gets the best of folks,”’ 
as I have this year in Japan. A large number 
of the men, in many towns up there, went up 
to Hokkaido as agents or buyers of lumber 
and other products for different concerns of 
the big cities in Japan proper, and fell for the 
temptation of excessive profiteering in all 
sorts of ways. In a remarkably short time 
they possessed large sums of money, sent in 
resignations to their employers, ‘built nice 
homes, and settled down to live practically a 
retired life. Nearly all of such folks know 
more or less about Christianity. They know 
their lives, especially the recent years, have 
been very crooked; and so the less light they 
admit the less annoyed they will be. Of 
course, they did not want the Bible. Their 
indifference, more or less, also affected others, 
and so we found it astonishingly difficult to 
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sell as readily as we had expected. Though 
some Christians also were affected, a number 
of them in certain centers assisted us splendidly ; 
so that in all we just about reached the figure 
of 30,000 copies. Though that is only three- 
fifths of what we had planned to spread in 
that field, we thank God for that. The ex- 
penditure of effort and money was exceedingly 
great, but we feel it was worth while. Per- 
haps very few men, if any, fully and rightly 
appreciate the worth of this effort. We know 
the Lord does. His eye has seen this work 
from the beginning to the finish, and we have 
a sweet sense of his pleasure resting upon us as 
arewardalready. The Seed is absolutely good. 
How much good ground it was permitted to 
fall into, we do not know; but, without a 
doubt, much of it will bear fruit to the glory 
of God. Praise his name! 

In the story of the year’s work, I hope to 
refer to some special interesting incident in 
connection with, or as a result of, this work.

I am very glad to inform you that the ap- 
parent reaction in sales, of both Bibles and 
Testaments, that followed immediately after 
the armistice, has been followed by a steadily 
growing increase throughout our entire Agency. 
I have just appointed a new Italian colporteur, 
who was an officer in the Italian Army in the 
Great War; came to this country last year; 
was converted in our Italian Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Elizabeth, New Jersey, and 
has a reputation of being a man with great 
oratorical powers. His pastor tells me that he 
has great latent powers for usefulness. There 
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are ten thousand Italians in Elizabeth alone, } 
and his first report, since I first appointed him § 
on February 8th, has just come in this morning. 

The demand for Italian Bibles is steadily 
increasing. The same is true for the Yiddish, 
Spanish, Lithuanian, Poljsh, and Russian. 
The enclosed list we have gone over very care- 
fully, and I think it is a fairly conservative 
estimate of our needs for the rest of the year.

T have taken notice of, and hold in high esteem, 
the cultural and moral work carried on by 
you throughout the republic, and, if I become 
President, the doors of the palace shall always 
be open to you, that I may aid in any labors 
you undertake.”’ 
Tue following paragraph is taken from an 
article on ‘“‘Newspaper English” by Talcott 
Williams in the North American Review of 
November, 1920: ; 
“Occasions there are and subjects, or weighty 
or solemn or both, which every trained news- 
paper man knows call for the English of the 
els, of Shakespeare, of the loftiest prose. 
Lincoln’s ‘Gettysburg Address’ has but three 
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words not in the Bible: ‘continent,’ ‘proposi- 
tion,’ and ‘civil,’ and these are all in Shakes- 
peare. This is the diction in which a man 
should soak himself, if he wishes to have 
weight with those who read. He will know 
then when wisely to add the word of the hour.” 

Au. who are interested in China will be glad 
to read this letter: 

“Tt is with pleasure that I write to tell you 
that, at the last meeting of the Phonetic Pro- 
motion Committee, I was instructed to inform 
you of the hearty appreciation of our Com-

We believe that the speedy 
appearance of the whole New Testament in 
Phonetic will give a great impetus to the use 
of Phonetic in the churches, and thus prove 
a great help in the Phonetic movement.

“The Pulpit Bible arrived in good order, 
and I am as tickled with it as a boy with a new 
hobby horse, while my people are delighted. 
It is their desire that I endeavor to express to 
you their, as I do my, appreciation of the gen- 
erosity of the Bible Society.” 


In the death of Champ Clark, the American 
Bible Society has lost one of the most con- 
spicuous personalities associated with the cele- 
bration of its Centennial in 1916. Mr. Clark 
made an address on the east steps of the 
Capitol to a throng of 10,000 people and more, 
on ‘“‘The Bible and Public Life,” which pro- 
foundly affected the whole assemblage. His 
address has been circulated widely by the So-. 
ciety:in a leaflet, 2 .'1.5-. arity ee cot 
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In connection with the story of his life, which 
has been brought out so prominently during 
his illness, it appears that ‘‘the Bible, more 
than any other book, was his joy. He knew 
it as few men have known it. He kept it on 
his desk, and he used to pick it up and read 
passages for the simple enjoyment he derived 
from it. One of his most notable lectures, 
‘Richer than Golconda,’ was an essay on the 
literature of the Bible.”’ 

This is another of the innumerable illustra- 
tions of the power of the English Bible in form- 
ing not only the character, but the style of 
speech of many of the most effective public 
speakers in the English-speaking world. 

Kinc ALEXANDER of Greece, who died last 
October, probably did less for his people politi- 
cally than did his father and grandfather, but 
it was during his reign thatthe New Testament 
in modern Greek was allowed entrance into 
Greece. This has been a forbidden book; and 
only a few copies have been smuggled in by 
Greeks returning from the United States. An 
eagerness for the forbidden book has developed; 
and although the constitution forbidding Scrip- 
ture circulation still stands, thousands of 
copies have been sold in Athens and groups 
for Bible study formed.—Christian Advocate. 


In the sudden death of Dr. Arthur Goode- 
nough, at Winchester Center, Conn., the Bible 
Society has lost one of its staunchest friends, 
one who had been both a Life Director and a 
Life Member for many years of his long life. 
Dr. Goodenough, a Congregational minister, 
had served in one pulpit for fifty years. Yale 
University granted to him the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Divinity in recognition of his serv- 
ices as a country pastor. 

Ir is very encouraging to see the generous 
way in which the church boards appreciate and 
help the American Bible Society. The Rev. 
Dr. W. W. Pinson, general secretary of the 
Board of Missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, sent out to the various confer- 
ences of that church the action adopted at the 
Foreign Missions’ Conference, held at New 
Haven, Connecticut, January 13-15, 1920, in 
which this resolution occurred: 

“Resolved: That the Foreign Missions’ Con- 
ference heartily indorses the work of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society and its purpose to set up a 
programme commensurate with the advance 
programme of the Christian churches; and we 
recommend to all Christian denominations in 
the United States of America that, in develop- 
ing their missionary work, they take such 
steps as they deem best to insure that the 
supply of Scriptures shall keep pace with the 


growth of the work throughout the world, and 
that the Secretary be instructed to transmit. 
this action to the appropriate leaders in each | 
denomination represented in this Conference.” 

In addition to sending this, they added the 
following paragraph, which splendidly em- 
phasizes the action of thé Foreign Missions’ 
Conference: 

‘“There is no body in the church so well pre- 
pared to indorse this action and all that it 
implies as your Board of Missions. It becomes 
increasingly evident that a larger financial 
support and a larger place in the missionary 
programme of the churches must be given to 
the American Bible Society. Our recent in- 
vestigations in Europe give most practical em- 
phasis to this fact. In the reconstruction of 
the moral and religious life of Continental 
Europe, the circulation of the Scriptures is the 
one fundamental necessity realized by all 
classes of people interested in that line of 
things. So definite and real is this necessity 
that all other processes will be almost fatally 
limited, if it is not met. This is true also of 
our other foreign fields. No one will deny the 
immeasurable importance of the circulation of 
the Scriptures in our home field. We cannot, 
therefore, too strongly urge that your Confer- 
ence enlarge its gifts to the American Bible © 
Society.”

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE eleventh stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and fifth year was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, March 
3, 1921, at 3:30 o’clock p. m., President Chur- 
chill H. Cutting in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. W. I. Chamberlain, Ph.D., D.D., secre- 


‘tary of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 


Reformed Church in America, who read from 
the twenty-first chapter of Revelation, after 
which he offered prayer. 

Dr, Chamberlain having just returned from 
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a visitation of mission fields in Asia, by invita- 
tion of the President, spoke of the work of the 
Bible Society as he had come across it in 
Japan, Korea, China, India, and especially 
along the Persian Gulf, where he said that the 
Bible shops were the chief and almost only 
method of missionary propaganda. He paid 
warm tribute to the service rendered to the 
missionary cause by Bible Societies both in 
the supplying of the Scriptures and more par- 
ticularly in their translation into the many 
languages of the mission fields. At one Bible 
shop, he found Scriptures in seventeen lan- 
guages available to meet the needs of the 
people who visited it. 

The minutes of the tenth stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were presented and 
approved. President Cutting announced the 
presence of Dr. Talcott Williams for the first 
time as a Member of the Board of Managers, 
and introduced him. Dr. Williams briefly ex- 
pressed pleasure in being present as a Manager 
of the Society, of which his uncle, S. Wells 
Williams, LL.D., was at one time President. 

Two telegrams prepared by General Secre- 
tary Haven and recommended by the Com- 
mittee of General Reference for approval by 
the Board, were read and approved. One was 
sent that day to President Wilson, and the 
other the following day to President Harding. 
They are as follows:

Navy during the war. These words of yours have 
been translated into many languages and circulated 
by the Society in editions of many, many thousands » 
ail over the world. We have been informed that in 
more than one nation the people have turned toward * 
the Bible almost as if it were a new Book to them, 
because you as the President of the United States 
expressed its value to the morale of the American 
troops. You were kind enough to receive the Bible 
especially prepared by the Society for the Peace 
Conference at Versailles, and listened to the appeal

I am directed to say that the highest wish the Society 
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can express to you is that the strength and hope of 
the Scriptures in their revelation of Jesus Christ, 
our Lord, may be with you continually all the days.

We gratefully remember your readiness to speak for 
us at a meeting held in the interests of the Society 
in Columbus, Ohio. We know we shall have your 
sympathy as we go forward with our world-wide 
task of the translation, publication, and circulation 
of the Bible. You will have our prayers. We be- 
lieve it to be your conviction, as it is ours, that the 
principles of the Holy Scriptures must underlie all 
the programme of liberty and law throughout this 
nation and the nations of the earth. It is my privi- 
lege in behalf of the Society to assure you of our deep- 
est interest as you face the duties and opportunities 
that are before you. 


In view of the contemplated nomination as 
secretary of state, of Charles E. Hughes, a 
Vice-President ‘of the American Bible Society, 
the Secretaries were authorized to send a tele- 
gram of congratulation and good wishes to 
Mr. Hughes on his appointment. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were read and approved. 

A card was presented from General Nivelle, 
defender of Verdun, gratefully acknowledging 
the French Testament presented to him on his 
departure from the United States in January. 

Announcement was made of the acceptance 
of his election as a Vice-President by Senator 
Thomas Sterling, of Vermilion, S. D., and of 
acceptance of their election as Honorary Life 
Members by Mrs. Helen Barrett Montgomery 
and Hon. P. Whitwell Wilson. 

The following memorial minute of the Rev. 
Dr. William H. Hendrickson was read by Sec- 
retary Haven and adopted by a rising vote 
of the Board: 


The Rev. Dr. William H. Hendrickson, pastor of 
the Spencer Memorial Church in Brooklyn, died on 


. the 23d of December, 1920, as the result of a fatal 


automobile injury. Dr. Hendrickson has been for 
years one of the best friends of the American Bible 
Society. He has more than once served the Society 
as Acting Agency Secretary of its Eastern Agency in 
the interims between the appointments of its more 
permanent Secretaries, As president of the Brooklyn 
Bible Society, he had special interests in the Society, 
the Brooklyn Bible Society being the nucleus of the 
Eastern ee, 


Dr. Hendric son was born at Floral Park, Long 


Island, and lived all his life in the neighborhood of 


the western end of Long Island. He first went into 
business, but later felt it his duty and privilege to 
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enter into the ministry; and after preparing himself 
by suitable studies he was ordained into the ministry 
of the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. He held 
pastorates at Ravenswood and Elmhurst, Long 
Island, before becoming pastor of the Spencer Me- 
morial Presbyterian Church in Brooklyn. He was 
for a number of years the moderator of the Synod. 
He was secretary of the South Africa General Mis- 
sion, and had been secretary ‘of the Brooklyn City 
Mission for eight years. 

He was available for all sorts of good work in his 
community, serving on committees, advising his 
brethren, and acting as an elder brother beloved to 
his brethren in the ministry and all the interests of 
the Kingdom. He was a man of equable temper, 
fine discernment, and nobility and purity of char-— 
acter. : 

The American Bible Society feels itself deeply be- 
reaved in the loss of so efficient and dependable a 
co-worker, adviser, and friend.

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visions of a will. Sometimes the courts decide that 
certain provisions in a will cannot be carried out. 
Not infrequently unforeseen expenses reduce the 
amount of the intended gift. Values shrink and bequests are cur- 
tailed. And wills are never executed until after the testator dies. 
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All uncertainty, expense and loss can be avoided; and in addition 
you can see your money placed just where you want it to go, while 
you are still living. Isn’t that worth while? You can read about it
